NEW ZEALAND. 
(Vb hftTC been favoured by an officer le- 
kugine; to the North Siar witU Auckland, 
Pqrt Nicholsop, and Nelson papers, but 
Ibey do not afford any full lnfotmn lion us to 
the proceedings of tbe Government or of 
the colontttta and natives, We are enabled 
to ifatc, Lowever, that waiters are in a 
very unpromising condition, the demands 
of the nntivca and their manner of sup- 
porting them ha-ving already made it al- 
most evident lhat force mutt in the end 
be resorted to. Tht .natiiej had demanded 
payment far the sites of Wellington, and of 
Nelson. Their claim to the former Lad 
been investigated, and the nnurd made by 
Mr. Spain, the Chief Commissioner, vras, 
that the sum of £ 1800 should be paid to 
the natives ; this sum was tendered to 
them, bat thoy refused it, and intimated 
(heir intention of taking; possession of tbe 
bnildings, unless n larger amount was 
given to them. Tbe chiefs imagined, it 
appenta, that there vroa a large amount uf 
specie on board the Horth Star, and that 
they had ordy tti demand boldly, in Order to 
become possessors of it. One chief reason 
for the North Star's leaving Zovf Zealand, 
«wt to remove this impression, and to 
Convince the Chiefs tbat if site had specie 
on board it -was not for tliem. In all jiro. 
bability the Nerth Star will toon return to 
New Zealand ; and it is the opinion of 
those who have had an opportunity of judg- 
ing or the matter from observation, that it 
mil bu necessary for one or more shijis-nf- 
wiii to be kept cocjatantty on the coast, 
and a military force established, in order to 
retain New _ Zealand as a dependency of 
the British Empire, The materials of 
which the Government is composed, are, 
it is feared, not of the best deaeriptioa. 
Governor Fitzroy has bo one to advise 
him, at least, none who were held to he 
competent to do so, he must act too with 
firmness and determination, qualities in 
which, it ia feared that Captain Fitzroy 
is somewhat wanting. 

Captain Fitzhoy had given hi) verdict 
in faTont of the natives with roped to the 
Wairos affair, baring told the chiefs that 
tbone who had attempted to carry the 
" warrant" into execution against them, 
which led to the collision, were doing an 
unlawfnUct. Mr.E.J.WastEifieLnhad 
been publicly cseasure4 by Governor Fitz- 
roy, on account of some letters of his 
nbieh had appeared in the Port Nicholson 
paper, and in a journal published by the 
friends o( New Zealand in Londoo, which 
contained some reflections upon the mis- 
sionaries and natives; Mr. Wakbheld 
justified and defended himself in a letter 
addressed to the Gdvv.knob, and after- 
wards published in the iVea Zealand 
Gastite : he subsequently left for Eng- 
land.

hate on several occssious bten, « going 
to write" a few remarks upon the rapidity 
with which steamboats proceed dawn the 
harbour* particularly at nights. In a dark 
stormy night, when <he sound of the pad- 
dles cannot b--. heard, it is absolutely 
frightful to see the rapidity with which 
the light at the masthead of the steamers, 
(tar often no pnrt of the vessel is visible) 
glides do™ the harbour ; If a boat is un- 
fortunately in her course it is almost im- 
pofttftle to get out uf the way. When 
the ebb tide is about hnlf nut, we are con- 
vinced that the iron stoumers round Mil- 
ler's Point and Dawes Battery nt the 
rate of twelve miles an hour, and to a 
buat comingin the opposite direction they 
are qnitfi invisible until they are almost i« 
collision. The awful accident of Thursday 
night, when, three live* were lost, has 
brought this subject forcibly before the 
public, and the general opinion appears ta 
ne, that a legislative enactment will be ne- 
cessary to put a stop to the evil com- 
plshied of. As a matter of protection to 
the owners and masters of steamers (hero- 
srhes, we think the rata cf speed in port 
should be regulated by law ; but in the 
mean time it would to well if the owners 
of etenaaboats were to order that none of 
their boats shall go at more than quarter 
■peed until past the mouth of tbe Cove, 
and at half upeed until they round Brad- 
ley's Head. The iron aleambuatG now 
toko thirty-live minutes to go to the 
Heads : if tho plan proposed was adopted, 
thef would bo three quarters of an hour, 
and there surely caa be to occasion to 
run the frightful risk they do every even- 
ing for the s*ke of Enving n few minutes' 
time in a voyage of eight hours.

His llnsHut then addressed the Jury, stating 
what was the law os it related to tlio crime of 
perjury, nnd observing that, in tho present 
rssc, the otith was ndnfiiiLstered by competent 
authority, and tho truest ion ivns material to tlie 
eonso; and it was for the Jury to say -vrbctbei 
the frrlsoner mitdo lite s tnicment she bad done 
knowingly, willingly, and dtssignetlly. 'Xlto 
perjury nssiencd in tlic inform n\ ton wna, that 
islaucric hnd ran fiom ono sido of the room 
and kicked Monnii ill the bowels, and it -was 
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tor the Jury to sav, from the evidence they hnd 
hoard, whether this was the case or not ; nnd 
in considering this question, niigrht tirrow 
anido altogether the ctridenco of Slattorie, 
nntl look only to that of Mr. Jumcs Half- 
penny, and his nephew Mr. llobert Ifall- 
povny. It was their province to weigh well 
[lie evidence winch had been laid before them, 
and if thev did entertain any reasonable doubt 
respecting' tt, ihey would give that doubt lo 
the prisoner; hut if not, tlicv would rind o 
verrhctofguilty, I 

The Jury, without retiring from tlio box, 
returned a verdict of guilty, and the prisoner 
was tcMimdcd for sentence.

.Mary- Swift, wife of Oiicntin Swift, of Mai- 
pcfh : Snw tlie pronccutrlK about four o'clock 
on the evening of that day, nnd she -not rather 
tipsy. 

George Smith snM- tlio piiaoner in Mr. 
Lovien s tnproom between seven and eight 
o'clock on the evening of the 31st October ; he 
nppenred to be suber , lie remained about half 
an hour ; I flunk he went into another apart- 
ment ! I saw him again about urn niLtiutes to 
ten, nt Swan Hcneh, nt Mr. Jarmauv's ; ho was 
going home. 

Ann Hayes wns recalled, mid contradicted 
the evidence of Hurgess in rnc&t particulara, as 
to her beirj" tit-ay, and purchruiuirr the meat 
from his wife. 

Burgee.', wife was Kctll fot frem Morpeth, and 
being swemi, she corroborated the evidence 
which had been given by hct husband, and 
staled that some tillle^llertvojds, when the 
prcaOtillTix Was eOlnitie/ to give evidence 
against the prisoner before the magistrates, she 
called at her 1 inline SUdsnitl in a conversation 
with witness tliat she lied got hereelf into a 
ttiesa with liavinr; n glass too much, and that 
if her clothes and bonnet had not been torn so 
much she would not have said anything nt all 
about it to her husband. 

Thin closed the case, and Ids Houoti then 
summed up, observing thut it was quite true, 
as had been remarked by tho Atlomoy General 
In the opening of the case, that no charge was 
mare ctetily made than one Df this nature, and 
none taoro diflieult to he rebutted by ii prisoner, 
as it -wns il crime which whs generally com- 
mitted in privacy, the woman and tho priiieuor 
bfjuig the oulypnxtics present. They liud rjccil 
the worroou in the withess-boit, "and they 
Jind therefore had an opportunity of judging 
:ei same meamirc how far she -was -ivorthy of 
credit. His Honor then briefly recapitulated 
the chief points of the evidence u'liicli had 
been snven, mid ctilled the ottention of the 
Jury to the nature of tho prisoner's defence, 
which wan, in substance, that ho met tho 
women anil snw- her in a state of beastly 
drunkenness, and that she had fallen nnd torn 
her gown, untl broken hct bonnet, ill the 
i n nniier described. Tim attempt tit alibi, which 
hud been set -up by culling the witness eitntlh, 
wns not substantiated, as it only proved that 
tlie prisoner was in the vicinity of the ploco 
where tlie ofTencc was committed tibout the tunc 
the prosecutrix; stated that she met with liim. 
They hnd, ho wcver. heard tlie evidence, thocnec 
was in their hoods, it wns their peenb'nr jjro- 
vince to weigh well the evidence they hudhcjl'd 
and though they might not be able lo Untl the 
prisoner guilty ef the oflcneo with which be 
wns charged, ihcy could yet, if they thought 
the evidence warranted them in doing so, find 
the prisoner guilty of u common assault. 

Tliu jury then retired for about a quarter of 
an hour, and returned a verdict of guilty, mid 
the prisoner was remanded. 

The Cemt then adjourned.

the most distant of the connexions of any 
tort of truth whateser. 

It ia nid tbat a geatl cms r, not very 
conversant with the rules of art, once 
upon a time drew a house, anil wrote its 
appellation below it, lent it should be mis- 
taken for a ho™. With a like considera- 
tion for his readen, or, it tuny be, with a 
like doubt as to tho perfection of his own 

Eerformtiice, the author of Father Omald 
as written a preface to explain the mean- 
ing of his book. On perusing the work 
we thought it was a satire upon the atoissii 
Catholic religion — a portraiture of its weak 
points in the most nnfaTourable light i 
but we are now aware that hooka, tike men, 
may hare an intention rerj different from 
what their conduct would lead on* to si; p- 
pose. Father Oswald a written to sup- 
port the Roman Citholic religion t What 
looks like a rnrirature is, it seems, a like- 
ness ; Mid he who scant the wildnees of 
the drawing, will no doubt sigh oyer th* 
author, more in pity than in anger, when 
he is made acquainted with the hardcir' 
enmatances of the case. " The only 
aim of the present work," saya th* 
preface, " is to present an anti- 
dote to the baneful production of Father 
Clement." Now, everything must be 
guided by its own taws of antipathy and 
attraction ; the creature that Iowa to roll 
itself in the mire has just as much right to 
gratify it* innocent propensity as the eagle 
that flu jit its pinion to the sun: and there- 
fore, no one can blame the author of 
Father Oswald for hating Father Clement ; 
and, having read the prefkee, no one need 
wonder that the hatred so expressed has 
urged an author bf such leal to mile a 
book (in the laudable spirit of partisan- 
ship) in every respect the very apposite of 
that which he was burning to confut*. 
Thoae who are acquainted with the beauty, 
truthfulness, and interest of Fitter 
Clement, wiil now understand the amount 
of the asm* qutlitiea inFa(AcTO»wflf»* 1 ftf 
the two works are fixed in opposition like 
the antipodes, and — 
The light of ono proclaims the other 1 , loss. 
There are wall-meaning people some- 
limes found at large in the world, who 
think that they can improve upon nature, 
and who merely take upon themselves to 
paint the lily, and throw a perfume on 
the violet; whilst others, whose aberra- 
tion has more to do with th* intellect, 
generally expos* them&eVrca by conwrAing 
books foil or falsehoods, for the express 
purpose of decorating truth — these are 
the dangerous lunatics. The true aim of 
fictirsn is, to gin a transcript of life, to 
arrange facta so aa to show at nne glance 
the general truth of existence ; but the 
well meaning people just alluded to dis- 
dain to give merely a general idea of truth 
— they wish to conyey soma one particular 
moral in scorns ; and so they discard sli 
facts that do not go lo build up their 
favourite theory, and then they point to 
what the j cull " the moral" of their osss- 
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tbs. deduction of truth I This U the very 
apirit of foMer Oswald. The author 
dots not with to arrange facta so as to 
show the whole truth, and then leave it 
to impress its own moral ; but he wishes 
to select fads, merely for the purpose of 
aupportinghia theory to the predetermined 
catastrophe ; and, accordingly, eterytbing 
becomes so unnaturallj <• pat to the occn- 
sion," that every one can see that hie 
pitmitea are false, and that the amount of 
the whole must need, at best, bean absur- 
dity. Let lit glance at th* facta of the 
case, remembering that all the Catholics 
an angels, and all the Protestants some- 
what Che reverse. A Protestant gentle- 
man ia married to a lady who happens to 
meet the irre.i.tibis Father Oswald, and 
of course she is converted to Rom tnism i 
whereupon,, h*r«rmu$ed husband takes her 
children from her, and testes her, never 
to return-, unlesa ahe again becomca 
Protestant.
